‘multiple choice answers. :In particular, 
watch out for expressions. such. as “not; 
true”, ‘‘not false’, “incorrect”, etc: Do- 
not be too-quick to pick an answer whiclr 
is partly. correct. Even ‘though some. 
answers may not be wrong, the proper 
‘answer is the one which is the most com-: 
plete and the most nearly correct. 2 

‘Go through the examination carefully 
and answer only the questions which are 
obvious to you. Remember that you have 
plenty of time. As you go through the 
questions, you will find things that may 
help straighten out your thinking on the 
questions you skipped. If you let it sim- 
mer while you. go on to another question, 
the computer.in your ‘sub-conscious will 
work on it and the answer ‘will come. If, 
you fatigue yourself at the beginning | on.

Packet radi io —. 


The KA6M repeater is San Peancises: s: 
first, and possibly the nation’s. first, all 
digital simplex packet radio repeater for 
use in Amateur Radio. The repeater went 
into operation on 10 December 1980 and. 
since then has been running both as a 
packet repeater and a beacon. Here are 
some facts about the repeater and its 
operation: 

e-A packet radio repeater or digital 
repeater — or ‘‘digipeater’’, as the Cana- 
dians call it —-is a machine which receives 
a message or block of data, and after 
verification, retransmits that message on. 
the same frequency channel where it was 
received. Thus, only a simplex channel is 
used, and the message transmitted is the 
same as the message received, except for 
the possible modification of some address 
or control bytes. The primary function of 
a packet repeater, as with a more conven- 
tional repeater, 
geographic range and cover ne of fixed or 
mobile stations. 

¢ The KA6M/R repeater is poentles 
operating on a simplex channel assigned 
for non-voice use, 146:580 MHz, and 
‘transmits data at a speed of 1200 Baud. 
The machine consists of a Z-80. 
microprocessor; a Bell 202 compatible 
modem, and a solid-state transceiver. The 
initial site is in Menlo Park, California. -: 

¢ The basic format of a packet or 


message block is an HDLC frame. The 


word HDLC stands for High-level Data 


Link Control, which is a new and interna-.

munications industry. A frame consists of 
an opening flag byte, an address byte, a 
control byte, an information field, two 
bytes of CRC checking, and a closing flag. 
The repeater uses NRZI (Non Return to 
Zero Inverting) encoding of the frame, 
which allows both clock and data to be 
recovered from one signal. The use of 
HDLC framing and control- procedures 
guarantees highly reliable, nearly error- 
free communications. The first use of 
HDLC framing by amateurs was done by 
members of the Vancouver Digital Com- 
munications Group, and we are following 
their lead. 

¢ As a beacon, the-machine transmits 
three packets every five minutes, im- 
mediately following its CW identification. 
Each packet contains approximately 70 
ASCII characters. In functioning as a 


repeater, the machine will repeat any - 


packet it receives which has the correct 
address and CRC check sum. The infor- 
mation. field is currently limited to 256 
bytes maximum. 


This repeater is just a first step in what 
will someday be a nationwide network of 
interconnected computer systems. Packet 
radio is a new frontier for Amateur Radio, 
a new medium unlike anything we are ac- 
customed to today.

As versatile as the Icom IC-2AT HT is, it has two major deficiencies 
as far as some hams are concerned: 1)it does not operate below 144MHz or 
above 148MHz, and 2)it has no provision for non-standard offsets (other 
than + or - 600KHz). The first objection can be eliminated with the mod- 
ification to be outlined below, The second can be eliminated with the om, 
modification detailed in the July 1981 issue of "73" magazine, on pages 

84 thru 88, This second modification will allow operation on any one non- 
standard offset. Together these mods will allow operation on the complete 

two meter band as well as other services such as MARS and CAP. 


The first modification is very simple, requires no special tools, 
instruments, or additional parts and can be done in 15 minutes from start 
to finish(if you work slow). This modification will allow the unit to 
operate from 140.000MHz to 149.995MHz on receive, and on transmit typic- 
‘ally from 141.000MHz to 149.995 simplex and somewhat more with the + and 
- offsets, 4
